Arrangements ware completed last 
spring whereby the Wyoming Valley 
Society for the Prevention and Treat­ 
ment of Tuberculosis of Wilkes Barre 
furnished pasteurized milk for infants 
during the Summer months with a 
view 
to decreasing intent mortal­ 
ity. 
Provided the experiment proved 
successful it was the intention of the 
society to continue its work. 
At the 
expiration of the Summer months it 
was found that the percentage of in­ 
fant deaths had been reduced exactly 
forty one per cent. 
This amazing 
result of one short season's work has 
convinced the society of the 
good 
which can be done by a thorough pas­ 
teurized milk campaign and it ispreeum 
ed that they w ill strongly advocate the 
use of pasteurized milk for every one 
daring the entire year.

Som e In Both Hen (spheres Are Quite 
S im i l a r . 
W h e n two regions on different hemi­ 
spheres jiossess similar climates there 
is nearly always a similarity In their 
native vegetation, and it is a demon­ 
strated fact that many of the plants 
native to one of the regions find them- 
ictves perfectly at home in the other. 
• ‘alifornis 
conditions 
are 
markedly 
»bifilar to those of the Mediterranean 
region, so that it is no surprise to find 
m ore than fifty plants from the latter 
region that thrive in California with 
marvelous vigor. 
It Is conservatively 
es ti ma bal that over 75 per cent of the 
forage on the California rauge lands 
is made up of Mediterranean immi­ 
grants. mostly annuals, such as wild 
oats. 
bur 
clover, 
alfilerilla, 
brome 
grasses, 
fescues, 
wild 
barleys and 
many others. 
The Great basin and the Columbia 
basin 
resemble 
California 
In 
one 
marked respect—namely, that the sum­ 
mers are dry and the winters wet. 
Indeed, the principal difference from 
California lies in the colder winters. 
The difference has not prevented the 
I introduction and rapid spread of most 
of the European annuals now so con­ 
spicuous in California. 
It is really 
little short of amazing how rapidly 
j and extensively some of these plants 
have occupied the range lands at the 
exjwnse of the native vegetation. 
The cond it ic»ns in Arizona are not 
very favorable to tho plants that have 
I bound California conditions so con­ 
genial, with the exception ofc—alfllerilla. 
i Arabia of all old world legions is most 
like Arizona, and from there, lf any­ 


w h ere. we xii*ouId expect plaid* adapt­ 
ed to Arizona conditions. 
Western 
Washington and 
western 
O regon closely approximate In climate 
the British islets, and practically every­ 
thing that thrives iii the one region la 
at home In the other. 
The middle and south Atlantic states 
are similar to Japan and China in cli­ 
mate. It has long been recognized that 
all Japanese plauts. est»ecially orna­ 
m ental. thrive In this region perfectly. 
A number of them are so at home. In­ 
deed. that they have literally taken to 
the woods and behave as natives. Wit­ 
ness the Japanese honeysuckle, Japan 
clover, ailanthus, paulownia and the 
recently introduced Chinese violet. 
The cotton 
states evidently have 
much in common with India and south­ 
eastern Asia, whence we have ob­ 
tained cowpeas, crab grass. Bermuda 
grass, velvet beans and many weeds, 
and to a less degree with Argentina. 
where rescue grass, carpet grass, pas- 
paltim grass and a number of common 
southern weeds are native. 
Of late years there has been increas­ 
ing evidence that the high plains of 
northern Texas resemble the highlands 
of India. 
At least practically every 
plant introduced from the India high­ 
lands has succeeded better in the Tex­ 
as Panhandle than elsewhere in the 
En fled States. 
The great plains region lying east of 
the Rocky mountains aud west of the 
one hundredth meridian finds its near­ 
est parallel in climate In Asia. 
This 
is the regiou that gave us alfalfa.

if given time. 
Crops of weeds will 
spring up. make a considerable growth 
aud die down and rot. 
In the course 
of a few years the humus supply will 
Im* renewed, looked up dem ents of fer­ 
tility will become available, and the 
field 
will 
ugaiii 
produce 
profitable 
crops. 
lf rotation is practiced so as to even 
up the demands on the soil, with 
clover or aurae other legume to gather 
nitrogen from the air. the soil will 
continue productive for a much longer 
time. 
Even then it will not keep on 
yielding profitable crops always. Com­ 
mercial fertilizers may help to stave 
off the day of reckoning, but after the 
farmer Ills contributed hundreds of 
dollars to the pockets of th** fertilizer 
manufacturer he will find that even 
this motho«i of maintaining fertility 
ran not be depended ujkmj. 


Keeping the Soil Productive. 
There ar** three factors on which 
the productivity of the s< ii primarily 
depends—the amount of available min­ 
eral plant f'ssl elements which it con­ 
tains. its physical condition aud the 
amount of moisture it will bold. 
.Ni­ 
trogen, oue of the three most Important 
chemical elements iu the soil. can br* 
obtained from lite air in unlimited 
iUantities by the us** of legumes, such 
as clover and alfalfa. 
The other two. 
phosphorus and potassium, are present 
in most soils in fairly large quantities, 
although much of the supply is in 
unavailable form. 
Good tillage and 
\*eli planned rotations do much to 
I.take these clements available. 
When 
Hie total supply become* low it can 
be renewed by the application of ferti­ 
lizers. 
This is all, however, that fer­ 
tilizers will do 
They will not im­ 
prove the physical condition of the 
'oil nor increase its moisture holding 
capacity. 
The use of liberal amounts of clover 
in th** rotation will add to the humus 
supply of the soil and so increase its 
moisture 
holding capacity. 
Humus 
acts like a s|M»nge. forming a store 
house for water that would otherwise 
Ije wasps!. 
Humus also improves the 
physical condition of the soil, making 
it lighter aud mellower. 
Take a pan­ 
ful of clay aud a panful of rich black 
surface soH. wet (Dem thoroughly and 
place them in tin* sun. 
When th** clay 
is dry it will Im* baked almost as hard 
as a brick, while a little stirring will 
make the black dirt as mellow as ever. 
This difference in the two soils Is due 
solely to humus. 
The humus supply cannot be main­ 
tained by the use of clover unless a 
crop is plowed under at frequent in 
tervals. 
it takes considerable time 
for this clover to rot enough to form 
humus, and the turning tinder of so 
large an amount of green matter at 
once is liable to make the land “sour.” 
This condition can be corrected by the 
use of lime, but this means trouble 
and expense. 


The Value of Manure. 
The only way to keep the sol! in the 
highest possible state of productivity 
is to keep live stock and apply the 
manure to the land. Barnyard manure 
adds large amounts of the elements of 
fertility to the soil. 
An average of 
80 per cent of tile nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium in the food eaten is 
passed out in the manure. 
This pet- 
centage is highest in fattening anima la 
and lowest In young stock. 
Th** ele­ 


ments of fertility rem. red when grain 
is sold as compared with those remov­ 
ed by live stock are strikingly shown 
in the following table. 
The prices of 
the elements ar** figured at tin* approx­ 
imate rate that would have to Im* paid 
if they were purchased in the form 
of commercial fertilizers. The approx­ 
imate yield of one acre is given in each 
case:*

This table shows at a glance the 
great economy, considered from a fer­ 
tility staud|M)int, of marketing graiu 
in the form of live stock. Adding fer­ 
tilizing materials to the soil, however, 
is only one of the ways in w hich ma­ 
nure is beneficial. 
It helps to break 
down the unavailable minerals. 
It 
adds humus, and this is of a kind that 
mixes readily with the soil. 
Thus tile 
physical condition and water holding 
capacity of the soil are improved even 
more than where clover is used. 
In­ 
stead of plowing limbic, clover it can 
be fed. 
The resultingfhanin i wtll do 
the soil almost as much go*si as the 
clover would if turned under. 
Thus 
both th** feeding and fertilizing values 
are obtained from it. By using a regular 
rotation with clover and feeding all 
the rough feed and most of the grain 
on the farm the soil can be brought 
up to a very high state of productivity 
and kept there for an indefinite period 
of time. 
In an experiment at the Ohio experi­ 
ment station where manure was ap­ 
ple** I every three years to a rotatiou 
of com. wheat and clover at the rate 
of eight tons to the acre the average 
increase in yield was 14.7 bushels of 
corn. H.3C bushels of wheat and GSH 
pounds of clover. 
Tile value of the 
Inc reused yields due to th** eight tons 
of manure was $17.32, or $2.17 per ton 
for the manure. This was for manure 
that was obtains! iii the ojk*u yard. 
Manure that had been tramped down 
in sheds where it was under shelter 
had a value of $2.1*5 per ton in increus- 
♦**1 crop yields. 
The results obtained on a little run­ 
down farm in Pennsylvania strikingly 
show what can be done with manure. 
This farm was so badly exhausted 
that it would produce scarcely any­ 
thing. 
Dairying was introduced and 
the manure applied to the land. After 
a few years of such treatment and 
without th** addition of any comrner- 
rlal fertilizers whatever the produc­ 
tivity of the farm was so greatly in- 
er**ss»*<l that an annual revenue of $204) 
to the acre was received from it. 
The eff«*ct of manure continues for 
a great many years after its applica­ 
tion. 
Experiments with manur**d and 
un manured land have shown that the 
yield in the manured plots was con­ 
siderably greater twenty years after 
the last application of manure was 
made. 
A pplying M a n u re . 
The best results are obtained, how­ 
ever. when manure is applied fre­ 
quently and in comparatively small 
amounts. 
For 
the 
ordinary 
field 
crops an application of eight tons to 
the acre is sufficient at one time. 
To 
get 
the reqtifr**d 
amount on 
each 
acre and to get it applied evenly a 
spreader it a necessity. Manure spread 
evenly over the ground Is much more 
effective than that thrown about in

large chunks, as is usually done, with 
a pitchfork. 
Still worse is the prac­ 
tice of dropping tile manure in piles, 
leaving it nearly all winter and then 
toward spring scattering it about with 
a fork. 
In addition to spreading the 
manure more evenly, the spreader 
saves work enough to warrant any 
one who has much stock in buying 
one. 
The spreader should be kept in use 
practically the year round. 
Manure 
left in the open yard for six month* 
loses nearly half its fertilizing value. 
Manure kept in sheds does not lose in 
value nearly so rapidly. 
A practice 
that is sometimes followed on dairy 
farms is to have a shed in connection 
with the barn, keeping the cows In this 
shod most of the time, turning them 
into the barn only long enough to l*e 
milked. 
A plan that is preferable to 
this is to have a small shed over the 
door where the manure is thrown out. 
The spreader can in* backed Into this 
shed aud the manure loaded directly 
on to it at seasons of the vear when
